PATH OF OCEAN CABLES. 


Submarine Tableland* Tfcai Btretek 


Acroai the Atlantic. 


There seems to be no logical reason 


why cables cannot be laid across any 
section of the oceans of the world, no 
matter how great the depth. Some por- 
tions of the Atlantic cables are three 
miles below the surface, and this is not 
necessarily the extreme depth, for the 
cable may and probably does pass 
from the top of one submarine hill to 
another without drooping materially 
Into the deep valleys between, says 
Llpplncott's Magazine. The greatest 
known depth of the sea Is 40,036 feet, 
or 7 8-5 miles, found In the south At- 
lantic midway between the Island of 
Tristan da Cunha and the month of 
the Bio dc la Plata. Soundings have 
been made to (be depth of 27,480 feet 
in the north Atlantic south of New- 
foundland, and about 34,000 feet, or 
nearly <% miles, Is reported south of 
the Bermudas. Even such enormous 
depths as, these need not hinder cable 
laying so far as the theory Is con- 
cerned, but in practice, for reasons of 
economy In maintenance and other- 
wise, It Is found best to take advan- 
tage of favoring conditions In the 
ocean's bed. To Illustrate, all of the 
cables between the United States and 
Europe run up along our coast until 
they reach the neighborhood of New- 
foundland before starting across to 
their destination in Ireland or France. 
The reason for this Is found In the 
range of submarine tablelands, form- 
ing an Ideal cable bed, vhich lies be- 
tween the three latter countries. 


The Sen Tront.

The sport of angling for them 
is generally enhanced becaune, feeding 
as they gcncially do neai the surface, 
It Is possible to fish for them with light

and suells to his hook and keeps quiet 
Tvhllo fishing Is the one who Is apt to 
luue the best luck.—Country Life In 
Auiei lea.
